THE HANDLING OF BAD BOOKS. 

The question of how to stem the tide of 
-actually bad books is a very serious and 
vital one to the American booktrade. Much 
attention has been given in the public press 
and by the booktrade itself to this question, 
and it is worth while to emphasize again and 
again the following resolution adopted by the 
American Booksellers’ Association at this 
^year’s annual convention: 

fitsolved, That recognizing the responsibility of 
the bookseller in disseminating the literature of the 
community, this Association feels called upon at 
this time to use its influence to discourage the publi¬ 
cation and sale of books of pronounced immoral 
plot and tone. 

Until quite recently, books of the character 
indicated were sold sneakingly and surrepti¬ 
tiously. Publishers of this class of printed 
matter did not expect respectable booksellers 
to sell them, and’ the handling of them was 
mostly done by dealers in little shops in 
by streets and lanes or on the street by fur¬ 
tive peddlers, who appealed to tke salacious 
element of human nature as the tout laid for 
the victims of the gambling houses. We 
have gotten bravely beyond that stage, and 
the so-called “problem novel” qf to-day, of the 
sexual variety, flaunts itself in flaming adver¬ 
tisements, and has until recently been found on 


the counters of reputable dealers. The evo¬ 
lution of this class of novel has been gradual. 
The “problem novel,” naturally, took up prob¬ 
lems dealing with the relations of men and 
women as such, and some of the great classic 
novels are founded on this question. The 
“Scarlet Letter,” “Adam Bede” and “Tess” 
do not, however, depict salaciously criminal 
relations, but logically and dramatically pre¬ 
sent the evil consequences that follow such 
relations. The Manchester School Board, in 
confusing such books with the modern sala¬ 
cious novel, therefore, made a fundamental 
mistake. The “questionable” books of the 
day find no excuse :or being in the examples 
of the great novelists of the past. 

Some of the recent productions of the Eng¬ 
lish and the American publishing houses 
come uncomfortably close to the border line 
of the indecent, the deluge being chiefly from 
English writers—women writers at that; but 
American novelists have recently also been 
following the pace set abroad. 

More than one magazine has been at least 
careless in permitting writers to picture or 
discuss scenes that transgress good taste or 
good morals; and it has been extremely diffi¬ 
cult for editors of literary and booktrade jour¬ 
nals to draw the line as to books which, in the 
interest of decency and morality, should be 
excluded from exploitation. It is claimed for 
the most notorious of these books that its 
offense has been chiefly in inviting reckless 
imitation. It is true that there has been such 
reckless imitation; but that there have been 
worse books does not make this particular 
book better. We shall not quote specific 
titles, because nothing is more unwise than to 
advertise the Index Prohibitorum. The book 
in question, after it had been rejected by sev¬ 
eral publishers, appeared on the list of an 
otherwise reputable publisher, and was widely 
exploited before attention had been drawn to 
its now notorious character. The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly, when it became fully 
aware of its character, declined to take part 
in its further exploitation, with the result 
that the publisher has chosen to sever all 
relations with this office. 

When a druggist dispenses poison, he is 
required by law to put a red label on the 
bottle, or to mark it in some distinctive man¬ 
ner by confining it in a corrugated bottle, 
and locking it up in a special closet, admis¬ 
sion to which, besides, is announced by the 
ringing of a bell to make clear that it is 
poison. One American publisher has chosen 
to print a series of books of the class named, 
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in characteristic red covers and to exploit 
them on yellow paper, segregating this class 
of books by another imprint than that of his 
personal name and list. But most publishers 
who have permitted' themselves to indulge in 
this class of books have not been so candid, 
and it has been difficult therefore for the 
retail booktrade to know in advance what to 
avoid. 

The publishing business is, and should be, 
one of the most creditable of occupations. The 
publisher should have a pride, as the author 
should have a pride, in presenting books which 
elevate instead of inflame their readers. Doubt¬ 
less, books have appeared on reputable publish¬ 
ers’ lists without due thought as to their char¬ 
acter and consequences. But when a publisher 
allows himself to issue this class of publica¬ 
tions he lowers the level of his calling, and 
if he is shunned in society or cut in his club, 
he has only himself to blame. This wave of 
bad literature undoubtedly is already on the 
wane and will shortly pass away altogether; 
but it is a present danger to the booktrade. 
Several journals have declined advertise¬ 
ments of such books, and many retailers have 
declined to permit their shelves to be made 
a medium for the corruption of the people; 
and it is to be noted to the credit of the 
American booktrade that the firm whose 
name is most closely associated with the 
wide distribution of fiction in cheap form has 
declined in specific cases to take up books 
which were certain of large sales for the 
definite reason that they were as unwilling to 
lend a hand in distributing such poison to the 
masses as they were unwilling to engage in 
the rum business. The fair fame of the 
booktrade is involved in this question, and 
it is to be hoped that the retailers will do 
their best to fulfil the spirit of the resolution 
of the American Booksellers’ Association. 


AN APPEAL TO THE TRADE. 

The following letter, and the accompany¬ 
ing resolutions, addressed to the trade by the 
American Booksellers’ Association, are com¬ 
mended to the careful consideration of every 
publisher and bookseller interested in the 
preservation of publishing and bookselling. 
Words without action, however, will avail 
nothing, and it will require the best efforts 
of the weakest in the trade to bring about 
the results aimed at in the resolutions: 

New York, August 12, 1908. 

We submit to you the resolutions adopted 
by the American Booksellers’ Association, at 
its recent convention, held in New York City, 
May 19 and 20. They are the result of care¬ 
ful consideration; represent the wishes of 


practically the entire booktrade of this coun¬ 
try, and it is firmly believed that the adoption 
of the suggestions contained therein would 
end the present era of unprofitable booksell¬ 
ing, and put the business on a basis of profit 
for author, publisher and bookseller alike, 
and result in a much increased sale of books. 

Relative to the unprofitableness of book¬ 
selling, we quote from carefully-prepared pa¬ 
pers presented at our convention, written by 
men of ability and experience, as follows: 

In a recent business convention a leading man¬ 
ufacturer made the statement that no retail business 
could be profitably or safely conducted on a margin 
of less than 33£3 per cent, of the selling price, 
lie further stated that when his house found a 
dealer was doing business on a less profit than 
33 l A per cent, they declined to sell him, because 
they knew it was only a question of time when 
that dealer would fail. And yet, in spite of this 
established law of merchandising, (and it is an 
established law observed in nearly all retail lines,) 
many booksellers are endeavoring to conduct their 
business on half this margin; that is, they fre¬ 
quently buy $1.50 books at 40 off, or 90 cents, and 
sell at $1.08, leaving the absurd profit of 18 cents, 
or 1 6y 3 per cent. As it costs 25 per cent, to do 
business, it can readily be seen why booksellers 
do not own automobiles or steam yachts. 

To the bookseller’s mind the fault is probably 
with the publishers. Either they should give the 
retailer a larger discount or they should compel 
the retailer to sell his books at a higher price. 

And as follows: 

It is absolutely correct to say that the cost of 
doing business is 2 5 per cent, rather than 20. 

It does not seem to have occurred to many 
booksellers that, when they buy a special bill of 
the “standards” at, we will say, a discount of 40 
per cent., and, possibly, in some few instances, 
on slightly better terms, there is still a greater 
possibility of loss than of profit. These books 
which are usually retailed at a discount of 25 per 
cent, only show a margin of just 20 per cent, on 
a business costing 25 per cent, to carry on. In 
other words, a $1.50 book sold for $1.12, costing 
90 cents, pays a gross profit of 22 cents, and the 
expense of doing business being 28 cents, there is 
a loss of 6 cents. If the same book is sold to a 
library at one-third, or $1, and the expense of 
doing business is 25 cents, the bookseller has made 
a gross profit of 10 cents to offset the running 
expenses of 25 cents, and, consequently, a loss of 
15 cents. 

It is a probable fact that no payment for new 
books has been made to publishers in this country 
during the past five or ten years by any book¬ 
seller, without drawing for such payment money 
acquired by selling merchandise other than new 
books. 

These extracts tell in brief, but truly, the 
exact situation of the general retail booksell¬ 
ing business. 

It is earnestly hoped you will see the way 
clear to put into immediate operation the 
recommendations made in the resolutions. 
Such action will surely result in benefit to 
all concerned, and insure for such publishers 
as do accede the good will and hearty co¬ 
operation of the entire booktrade of the coun¬ 
try. The American Booksellers’ Association 
asks for every bookseller in this broad land 
of ours a chance to sell books at a price that 
will yield a fair living profit, and it is earnest¬ 
ly hoped, nay, it is firmly believed, that the 
publishers will see fit to sell their publications 
at such prices and on such terms as will in¬ 
sure this end. 

The resolutions are: 

Resolved, In the strong and well-considered reso- 
lutions adopted by this convention Vast year, we 
would again urge the publishers that they issue all 
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new copyrighted books in the future at a fixed 
price, which shall be the actual selling and pub¬ 
lished price, based upon the salable value of the 
books, with an additional charge for postage when 
mailed; and we further urge the attention of the 
publishers to the other resolutions passed at the 
convention of last year, and venture to suggest 
that unless the subject matter covered in these 
resolutions is acted upon, all hope as to the suc¬ 
cessful future of the “new book’’ business of the 
United States may as well be abandoned. With 
the adoption of such policy and the making of the 
publishers’ advertised price the real price,^ thus 
cutting off the qualifying terms, such as “net,” 
“protected,” etc., there is no reason why the book 
business cannot be maintained and made profitable 
to author, publisher, dealer and purchaser alike. 

Resolved, That in our opinion it is radically 
wrong to ask 'die American booksellers to stand the 
cost of manufacture, advertising, etc., of the books 
published by our American publishers and have 
these [books] in turn sold by said publishers. at 
such prices to foreign dealers that will permit im¬ 
portation by our American libraries at lower or as 
low rates as they are sold direct to the American 
bookseller. 

It would seem only fair that the cost of produc¬ 
tion should be distributed equally over the entire 
output, whether sold in America or Europe, and 
we would request that our Committee on Relations 
with the Publishers give this matter its immediate 
attention. 

Resolved, That we deprecate # such methods of 
doing business as secures to libraries and other 
consumers not dealers a price as low or lower than 
is given to the bookseller. 

Resolved, That, recognizing the responsibility of 
the bookseller in disseminating the literature of the 
community, this Association feels called upon at 
this time to use its influence to discourage the pub¬ 
lication and sale of books of pronounced immoral 
plot and tone. 

Your early and favorable action is hoped 
for.

The following are the resolutions adopted 
at the 1907 convention of the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association: 

Whereas, The members of the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association, assembled together at their 

seventh annual convention, recognizing the neces¬ 
sity for improving the unsatisfactory conditions 
prevailing in the retail book business of the United 
States, now therefore be it 

Resolved, That we urge the publishers of new 
copyrighted books to issue all such volumes in the 
future at a net price based upon the salable value 
of the books, with an additional charge for postage 
when mailed. 

Resolved, That we request a minimum discount 
from the advertised price, sufficient to cover the 
cost of transacting business with a margin for 
profit, in accordance with custom in other branches 
of mercantile business. 

Resolved, That it is desirable to have the net 
price permanent, except that works of fiction and 
juvenile books may, if not successful, be sold as 
remainders one year after publication, and books 
may be utilized for the “Rebind” trade after two 
years, at a net price to be maintained for at least 
one year additional. 

Resolved, That we recommend that the sliding 
scale of discount be materially revised, in order to 
reduce the wide discrepancy in purchasing price 
between the buyer of small quantities in all classes 
of literature, and the large buyer of a few titles 
in a special class. 

Resolved, That we suggest that the extra dis¬ 
count to the jobber on all books be discontinued, 
except on condition that he shall not use the 
special reduction in competing with the retail dealer, 
for whose benefit he has been specially favored. 


Resolved, That we think it desirable to still 
allow to public libraries cnly the 10 per cent, discount 
upon net books, as at present. 

Resolved, That we consider that the established! 
discount allowed to dealers be conditional upon 
such dealer carrying a stock of books of reasonable 
size, and that a book is understood to be a printed 
volume bound in covers more substantial than paper.. 

Resolved, That we deprecate the breaking of the 
subscription price of periodicals, and recommend 
that abolition of the “Combination” system, and 
commend those publishers _ who have firmly main¬ 
tained their publication price. 

Resolved, That this Association recommend that 
the booksellers of the United States make an unusual 
effort on their part to push the sale of such volumes 
of salable fiction as may be published at a net 
price with a proper discount. 

Resolved, That we recognize with grateful appre¬ 
ciation the cordial spirit of co-operation with which 
So many department stores, proprietors and their 
managers have responded to the efforts now being 
made to prevent the extinction of the new book 
business, and that all such department store pro¬ 
prietors are cordially invited to ally themselves with 
the American Booksellers’ Association. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be sent to the 
publishers of the United States, and that the 
president and secretary be directed to explain to 
them the reasons for the resolutions, and to convey 
t"> each publisher our grateful appreciation of their 
efforts in our behalf. 

Resolved, That the President and the Postmaster- 
General be, and are, hereby requested to offer the 
extension of our domestic letter rate to all the 
world. 


Sir : It is generally admitted, I believe, that 
the price-cutting evil in the American book- 
trade is scarcely less detrimental in the long 
run to the publisher than to the bookseller; 
and that both would earnestly support any 
feasible remedy for the evil. 

It is also admitted that, to be successful, 
any method of abolishing price-cutting must 
be in the nature of a co-operative movement 
between publishers and booksellers—that it 
must be accepted and religiously supported by 
the best publishers and the best booksellers. 
Neither could accomplish the purpose with¬ 
out the other, and each body would need the 
support of a majority of its own members. 

With the above points admitted, or taken 
for granted, I should like to outline a plan 
for maintaining the retail prices of current 
books which, as it seems to me, would be 
feasible and effective. 

In the first place, let the members of the 
American Publishers’ Association agree that, 
beginning January 1, 1909, they will issue alt 
new books at net prices, with a uniform dis¬ 
count to the trade of 10 per cent. Then let 
the Association submit to every bookseller 
in the American trade a blank contract form 
substantially like the following: 

In consideration of special discounts allowed us, 
we hereby agree to maintain for one year from pub* 
lication date the full published price of every new 
book issued by the firms named herein. 

Every dealer signing this contract and filing 
it with the American Publishers’ Association 
would be entitled to such further discounts 
during the term of his contract as might be 
agreed upon, these discounts to be so fixed 
as to allow the dealer a gross profit of not

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less than 30 per cent. A list of all dealers 
signing this contract would then be sent to 
the various publishers in the Association and 
to all jobbers of books, and bills for pur¬ 
chases rendered accordingly. No dealer 
whose name did not appear in this list would 
be entitled to a discount of more than 10 per 
cent. Jobbers would be supplied by the pub¬ 
lishers only on condition that they maintained 
the terms of this agreement. 

The effect of such a plan would be that 
those who refused to maintain published 
prices could buy books only on terms that 
would make price-cutting prohibitive. Those 
who signed the agreement and then cut prices 
would be subject to suit for breach of con¬ 
tract. 

There are, of course, a number of minor 
points to be worked out in connection with 
the plan; but these would not effect the main 
idea as I have tried to outline it. I should 
be much interested in knowing how such a 
plan is regarded by the trade.

THE DANGER OF ADVANCE PAY¬ 
MENTS TO AUTHORS. 

The subject of advance payments to au¬ 
thors has become a burning question with the 
English publishing trade. H. A. Moncrieff, 
a well-known accountant in London, is re¬ 
sponsible for the following statement quoted 
by the London correspondent of the New 
York Herald: 

“It is certain that the profits now made by 
legitimate publishing houses do not warrant 
the fancy prices constantly demanded and too 
often paid for modern fiction. I shall betray 
no confidence when I state that in at least 
three businesses which I have wound up I 
have found that the amounts lost by way of 
advances and overpayments to authors, chiefly 
novelists, more than equalled the total liabil¬ 
ities due to ordinary creditors.” 


LARGER PACKAGES BY FOREIGN 
POST. 

Postmaster Morgan, of New York City, 
has received advice that the limit of weight 
on parcels post packages for and from Great 
Britain will hereafter be eleven pounds, or 
five kilograms, and that there will be no limit 
to the value of the contents. The limit here¬ 
tofore has been four pounds six ounces in 
weight and $50 in value. The postage rate 
remains at 12 cents a pound. 


THE ESPERANTO CONGRESS. 

The fourth international congress of Es- 
perantists noted in last issue shows this special 
form of a universal language is meeting with 
more and more favor. Ten new societies 
were reported in the United States and five 
in the Philippines. Count Leo Tolstoi sent 
special greetings. The congress has decided 
to publish books in Esperanto for the blind 
and to prepare exhibits to give information 
concerning the w r orld language. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

John H. Hennessy, for several years as¬ 
sociated with the Collier publications, died 
August 12 in the Jewish Hospital, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., where he was operated on for appen¬ 
dicitis. His home was at No. 447 East Ninth 
Street, Flatbush. He was forty-three years 
old. 

Rev. Dr. Henry Hopkins, who recently re¬ 
signed as president of Williams College, died 
at Rotterdam, Holland, on Tuesday, August 
18. Dr. Hopkins was born at Williamstown 
in 1837. He was the son of Mark Hopkins, 
who also served as president of Williams 
College from 1836 to 1872. 

Ira D. Sankey, who achieved world-wide 
fame as evangelist, singer and author of 
hymns sung specially in the Moody and 
Sankey revival meetings of a generation ago, 
died Thursday, August 13, at his home at 
148 South Oxford Street, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Mr. Sankey was born at Edenburg, Pa., in 
1840. He had been blind for five years before 
his death. His song books are said to have 
had a circulation of 50,000,000 copies. 

Leroy E. Hartley, a member of the news 
staff of The Brooklyn Eagle, died Monday, 
August 17, after a long illness at his home, 
285 Clarkson Street, Brooklyn, N. Y. Mr. 
Hartley practiced law in New Jersey for a 
while, and at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war went to Cuba with the Fifth 
Regiment, N. G. N. J., as a lieutenant. He 
served as aide-de-camp on General Wheeler’s 
staff. After the war he took up newspaper 
work. Mr. Harley reported the San Fran¬ 
cisco earthquake and a number of other large 
disasters for Eastern newspapers.

The Grafton Press, New York City, have 
just brought out a genealogy of the Coles or 
Cowles family, by Ernest B. Cole, of Indian¬ 
apolis, entitled “The Descendants of James 
Cole of Plymouth, 1633;” also, “Egypt and 
Its Betrayal,” by Elbert E. Farman, ex-con¬ 
sul at Cairo, already fully described in these 
columns. 

Warner’s “American Charities,” which for 
several years has been the standard work of 
reference upon its subject, is to be presented 
in entirely revised and enlarged form by its 
publishers, Thomas Y. Crowell & Co., this 
fall. The same firm announce a new poetic 
version of “The Pearl,” a medieval poem, by 
Professor Sophie Jewell, of Wellesley. 

L. Knight, 16 Cortland Street, New York 
City, handles the fine art edition of “The 
Greater Works of Bulwer-Lytton,” gotten up 
by G. J. Howell & Co., London. The edition 


is in twelve volumes, with photogravure il¬ 
lustrations, beautifully printed by T. & A. 
Constable, of Edinburgh. It will be known 
as the Edinburgh edition of Bulwer. 

The Funk & Wagnalls Company will 
publish in September the poetical works of 
William Cleaver Wilkinson, Professor of 
Poetry and Criticism in the University. of 
Chicago. The bulk of the forthcoming 
“Poetical Works,” which will be in five vol¬ 
umes, is comprised in the following titles: 
“The Epic of Saul,” “The Epic of Paul,” and 
“The Epic of Moses.” 

Thomas Whittaker, Inc., has just placed 
upon the market “Whittaker’s Model of the 
Motor Cycle. It is gotten up by the same 
manufacturer who prepared the model of the 
automobile, locomotive and other mechanical 
charts. It consists of colored plates with ex¬ 
planatory letterpress, the plates being super¬ 
imposed and arranged so ap to give a proper 
idea of the size and location of the frame, 
running gear, motor, etc. 

B. H. Blackwell, Oxford, Eng., has 
brought out the Stanhope Essay for 190S, by 
Edward S. Lyttel, on “Sir Walter Temple.” 
The author has succeeded in drawing a pic¬ 
ture of his subject, whom he considers “in 
some respects a remarkable figure among the 
statesmen of his* generation, in others as 
dwindling into insignificance,” and of his 
times, that must be taken into account in 
studying the diplomatic history of England in 
the seventeenth century. 

B. W. Dodge & Co. have in preparation 
“The Sundial,” a mystery story, by Fred M. 
White, author of “The Crimson Blind“The 
Broken Snare,” a psychological romance, by 
Ludwig Lewisohn; “The Stuff of Dreams,” a 
New York story, by Edith Sessions Tupper;

Massenet’s opera, which is to be per¬ 
formed in New York this season with Mary 
Garden in the. leading role, “The Juggler of 
Notre Dame,” is founded on the story which 
Anatole France tells in “Our Lady’s Juggler,” 
which is included in the volume “Mother of 
Pearl,” the first volume to appear in the com¬ 
plete limited edition of France’s works in 
English, now being published by John Lane 
Company, New York City. This week an¬ 
other volume has been added in the series, 
“The Garden of Epicurus.” 

Trie Oxford University Press will shortly 
publish another volume about Canada in Sir 
C. P. Lucas’s Historical Geography o£ the 
British Colonies. The author, Professor H. 
E. Egerton, confines himself to history, start¬ 
ing with British rule to the Quebec Act, and 
ending with the Dominion of to-day; and the 
volume contains several appendices, ten maps 
and an index. J. D. Rogers, who wrote 
“Australasia” for the same series, will deal 
with the geography of Canada in another vol¬ 
ume, to be issued presently. 
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“The Duke's Motto" has been decided 
upon as the title of the novel by Justin 
Huntly McCarthy which Harper Brothers ex¬ 
pect to publish next week. This is the second 
novel the author published this year, his 
“Seraphica" having been issued by the Har¬ 
pers last February. Books by the following 
authors are in active preparation: . Mrs. 
Humphry Ward, Robert Hichens, William 
Dean Howells, Lew Wallace, Hamlin Gar¬ 
land, George Harvey, Augustus Thomas, Kirk 
Munroe, Peter Newell and many others. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish in the 
fall “Angling and Art in Scotland," some 
fishing experiences related and illustrated, in 
which a parallel is drawn between the art of 
the angler and that of the landscape painter, 
with thirty-two colored plates and other il¬ 
lustrations, by Ernest E. Briggs; “Pestalozzi 
—an Account of His Life and Work," by H. 
Holman, formerly Professor of Education in 
the University College of Wales, Aberyst- 
with; also, “The Russian Conquest of the 
Caucasus," with maps and illustrations, by 
J. F. Baddeley. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will add to their series 
of fine color books “The Greater Abbeys of 
England," by the Right Rev. Francis A. Gas- 
quet, head of the Benedictine Order in Eng¬ 
land and author of a number of other books 
dealing with the history of English monas¬ 
teries. The volume will be illustrated with 
sixty full-page pictures in color from paint¬ 
ings specially made for this work by War¬ 
wick Goble. Another book in this series is 
by H. J. Mackinder, on “The Rhine," de¬ 
scribing the river from its source among the 
Alps to its mouth.
